Fall  Enrollment 
Sets  New  Record 

According  to  figures  released  by 
the  Registrar  on  October  3,  the 
registration  for  the  fall  semester 
reached  the  all-time  high  of  2.191 
students.  This  figure  surpasses 
any  previous  registration  in  either 
the  fall  or  the  spring  semester 
since  the  College  began  operation 
in    1385. 

A  comparison  of  the  registra- 
tion of  this  semester  with  that  of 
the  enrollment  of  1.688  last  fall 
shows  an  increase  of  29.8  per  cent. 

Breaking  down  the  enrollment 
figures  into  classes,  there  are  879 
freshmen,  448  sophomores,  343 
juniors,  328  seniors,  and  193 
graduate  students.  Greatest  in- 
crease for  any  group  was  reg- 
istered by  the  first  semester  fresh- 
men, there  being  an  increase  of 
34.85  per  cent  over  that  of  first 
semester  freshmen  for  the  fall  of 
1954. 

Registration  totals  by  schools 
were  as  follows:  Applied  Arts 
and  Sciences,  342;  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences, 319;  Education,  892;  Nurs- 
ing. 445;  and  Graduate  School. 
193. 

A  total  of  219  veterans  were  re- 
ported in  the  overall  enrollment. 
Of  these  215  are  Korean  Veterans, 
including  211  men  and    I   women.
